SEATTLE, Feb. 
2 The plant ef the Seattle 
Daily and Sunday Times at Second 
avenue and Union street was de- 
stroyed early this morning in one ‘of 
the most spectacular fires ever wit- 
nessed here, with a loss of $150,000 
to the publishers and losses totaling 
close to $250,000 to other tenants, 
when the four-story Times building 
and the five-story Denny building ad- 
joining were wiped out by the flames. 

City detectives worked all day try- 
ing to find the origin of the fire but 
they could find no basis for the re- 
ports that it had beeh set by dis- 
gruntied members of the I. W. W. or 
Socialists. The relentless warafer

ENTIRE FORCE CALLED OUT. 


The fire started at 3:60 o'clock, but 
eo threatening was its character within 
fifteen minutes of the arrival of the 
fire-fighters, that the entire morning 
shift of patrolmen was hurried to the 
scene to handle the crowd that 
swelled to hundreds and then to thous- 
ands as if by magic. 

The night crew of the Times. en- 
gaged in the publication of the Bulle- 
tin, the legal record paper, had left 
the building and were on their way 
home when the building was discov- 
ered in flames this morning. Three 
newsboys asleep on the outside steps 
apparently were the first to realize the 
serious situation. One turned in an 
alarm while the others warned those 
in. the structure, 

From the top floor R. G. Davenport, 
a printer, rushed out, while the night 
watchman, J. T. A. Bullfinch, who had 
been through the building five min- 
utes before, aroused Charley Prince, 
a stereotyper, who was asleep in the 
pressroom. 

FIRST ALARM SOUNDS. 

The first alarm sounded at fire 
headquarters at 3:55 o'clock and two 
minutes later, the firet assistant fire 
chief to arrive on the scene, observ- 
ing a great column of flame shooting 
up out of the light court dividing the 
Denny and Times buildings, turned in 
a second alarm at 3:57 „clock.

Mexico City, the plan would be pre- 
sented to the Mexican government 
and to the revolutionary leaders, who 
would be urged to cease hostilities 
“pending the action and report of the

“If Latin-America and Mexico fail 
to act on this suggestion,” says Mr.

Silvery Mountain Stream is Turned Into 
the cAqueduct. 


of Snow-Crowned 
Sierra Peaks Opened With Ceremony and Water 
Started Gushing to Haiwe e Reservoir at Rate of Hun- 
dred and Thirty Million Ga llons a Day. 


HILE the snow-crowned peaks 

looked on a woman dressed in 

furs stood on a concrete bridge 
up in the mountains, 238 miles north 
of the city, at 2:04 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, broke a bottle of cham- 
pagne and sprinkled and biessed the 
structure, eight men turned iron 
wheels that opened the flood gates 
and the cold crystal waters of the 
Owens River rushed through the in- 
take into -sixty-eight-mile 
division of the Los Angeles Aque- 
duct. 

The intake was opened to only 
half its capacity, but that was enough 
to let the water through at the rate 
of 130,000,000 gallons a day. That 
volume is rushing now toward Haiwee 
reservoir. 
the intake yesterday afternoon was at 
the rate of 325,000.000 gallons a day. 

The littie scene enacted by a dozen 
persons in the lonely mountains was 
picturesque in setting and dramatic 
in its relation to the future health 
and prosperity of a great city. Many 
millions of dollars had deen 
and thousan 
fore the stage was ready for the first 
act of a drama that in its conclusion 
shall disclose Los Angeles possessed 
— water for a million. 

A party composed of Chief En- 
gineer Mulholland, Assistant Chief 
Engineer Lippincott, Public Works 
Commissioner Johnson and Mechani- 
cal Engineer McKay left Los Angeles 
Sunday for Independence. The com-

AT THE WHEELS. 

When everything was ready in the 
afternoon to turn in the water, men 
were stationed at the hand wheels 
that operate the water gates in the 
following order: First wheel, Chief 
Engineer Mulholland and Assistant 
Engineer O. W. Peterson: second 
wheel, Assistant Chief Engineer Lip- 
pincott and les Lee, a former aa- 
sistant engin ; third wheel, Rod- 
erick McKay, mechanical engineer, 
and Assistant Engineer H. A. Van 
Norman; and fourth wheel, Edward 
Johnson and George Shuey, superin- 
tendent of city lands in Owens Valley. 
Mrs. Van Norman broke a boftile of 
champagne and christened the struc- 
ture, the men heaved away and 
mighty river water started on the 
firet lap toward the city of destiny. 

The local office of the aqueduct en- 
gineers received an account of the 
opening of the aqueduct from Lippin- 
cott over the long-distance telephone 
at 4 o’clock yesterday. afternoon. 

“Te was a great sight to see the 
water rush through,” Lippincott 
said. “Everything was in good work- 
ing order at the intake. Some of us 
will follow the water all the way to 
Hatwee reservoir. We will stay at 
Lone Pine tonight. The water has 
beén pouring through the intake for 
two hours, and the great flood is on 
ita way. We estimate that it will take 
the water two. days to reach the res- 
ervoir.” 

The intake we which the wa- 
ter of Owens River is diverted into 
the aqueduct is in Inyo county, near 
Charley Butte. The four steel gates 
that regulate the flow through the in- 
take are eight feet high and eight 
feet wide, and set in heavy walls of 
concrete. These radial gates are 80 
perfectly balanced that they are easily 
operated by hand. 

THROUGH WIDE CANAL. 
From the intake the water passes 
for twenty-one miles in a canal sixty- 
two feet wide at the top, thirty-two 

base and ten feet

flow from the percolation of ground 
= into it. 

This canal, which is the 83 
Valley division of the acque duct, ter- 
minates at the northern spur ot the 
Alabama foothills, not far from the 
mouth of Owens Valley. From that 
location the aqueduct is in the form 
of an open  concrete-lined ditch, 
thirty-four feet wide at the top, ten 
feet wide at the bottom and twelve 
feet and nine inches deep. In this 
division the aqueduct does not follow 
the gentle slope toward Owens Lake, 
but is built close along the base of 
the Alabama foothills and comes out

Ognize that it is the duty of the United 
States to protect its citizens in the lawful 
enjoyment of their lives, liberties and es- 
tates, either within or without our territo- 
rial limits. A government that will not 
protect its citizens at home or abroad does 
not deserve to exist. 

The Times hopes, almost against hope, 
that conditions in Mexico will shortly be 
reached that will make armed intervention 
there unnecessary. It commends the pa- 
tient forbearance that has been thus far 
exercised by the President and Congress. 
But it recognizes that such forbearance 
must have limits. Armed intervention 
would be a calamity to both nations. That 
by such intervention the lives and prop- 
erty of Americans would be preserved goes 
without saying. The United States could 
readily place in Mexico an army so numer 
ous and so well equipped that in nine 
months it would be in peaceful possession 
of every seaport and every considerable 
city in that republic from its center to its 
circumference. But, while it would take 
nine months to get in, it might take nine 
years to get out. The problem would be 
how to retire with honor and at the same 
time secure indemnity for the past and

FIRE’S TERRIBLE TOLL. | 
{Leslie’s:] Our cities may spend nifl- 
lions of dollars creating efficient fire de- 
partments equipped with every modern de- 
vice for fighting fires, but if nothing is 
done to educate the péblic in simple means 
of fire prevention, fires will go on increas- 


ing. Take New York City as an example. | 


Every day one human life and $37,000 worth 
of property are here by fire. This 
means an annual loss of 365 lives and $13,- 
400,000 worth of property. Experts have 
found on investigation that 65 per cent. of 
these fires are of the easily preventable 
type. For the purpose of calling the atten- 
tion of the public to the “seemingly unim- 
portant trifies which are the actual causes 
of the majority of fires,” a Committee of 
Safety has been organized in New York, a 
voluntary organization of citizens. Its safe- 
ty code for the home contains the following 
recommendations: 

Blow out matches before throwing them 
away. 

Keep rubbish cleared out. . 

Keep fire escapes free from every 
struction. 
Do not use benzine, naphtha, gasoline or 
eny inflammable fluids in the house. 

Guard gas jets from contact with window 
curtains. 

Fill and clean lamps only in daytime. 
These recommendations are given for fac- 
tories and workrooms: 

Forbid smoking in the workrooms. 

Clear out rubbish and clippings every 


Do not keep benzine, naphtha, gasoline, 
alcohol, turpentine, paint or varnish, ex- 
cept in safety cans as required by law. 


Keep gas jeta guarded by wire cage, 0 


that materials may not touch the flame. 
For the saving of human life in case of 
Are, these recommendations are made: 
Organize a fire drill among the workmen 
and women. 

Keep passages clear to all exits, doors, 
stairs and fire escapes. 

Keep all doors leading to exits unlocked. 
Keep halls and stairways lighted while 
workers are in the building. 

Keep fire escapes free from every ob- 


struction. 
Do not allow machinery or merchandise 
to block the aisles.

The Supreme Court reversed the 
judgment of the Sup€rior Court of 
Kern county, in the action brought 
by rge W. Borgwardt and others 
against the McKittrick ‘Oil Company, 
involving the title to 160 acres of al- 
leged valuable oll land. The issue was 
a quiet title proposition, and the 
lower court found for the plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs claimed that under 
the United States placer mining laws 
a location was initiated May 26, 1908; 
the defendant corporation claimed 
title under two locations initiated Sep- 
tember 19, 1899. A well. was sunk 
by the defendant company and at 
the depth of 1100 feet ofl at the rate 
of forty barrels a day was discovered. 
It was claimed that this discovery 
obviated the necessity for any further 
reclamation work except the $100 as- 
sessment required annually on a claim 
after the discovery and before patent, 
and dispensed also with the necessity 
of further n. 

The court held that the alleged 
occupancy ‘of the plaintiffs was not 
of such a nature as to destroy or af- 
fect the right of the defendant com- 
pany, and that the latter, in going 
again into m and commenc- 
ing discovery work on the land, did 
not violate any right of the plaintiffs.
